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Doubleday has been publishing books 
for children since A Book of Nursery 
Rhymes appeared on the firm’s first list 
in 1897. That children’s books are dur- 
able is proved by the fact that many of 
the books published in the early days 
are listed in the 1961 catalogue: Penrod 
(1914), The Bojabi Tree and Fall’s 
ABC Book (1923), Poppy Seed Cakes 
and Tales of Silver Lands (1924), to 
name a few. 


The oldest book in the current cata- 
logue, Kipling’s Just So Stories, was 
suggested by Nelson Doubleday, then 
eleven years old. He read How the 
Whale Got His Tiny Throat in St. 
Nicholas magazine and told his father, 
F. N. Doubleday, founder of the firm, 
that “Uncle Rud” should write a book 
explaining how the leopard got his 
spots, how the elephant got his trunk 
and other mysteries. Mr. Doubleday 
advised his son to write to Kipling. 
Nelson, who later became president of 
the firm, insisted that since it was his 
idea he should receive a share of the 
royalties. His father agreed to pay 1c 
a copy. Kipling wrote the book, Double- 
day published it in 1902 and for almost 
half a century Nelson collected 1c on 
every volume sold. 

But Doubleday is now looking to the 
future with a new children’s book de- 
partment, Doubleday Books for Young 
Readers. Margaret Lesser is editor in 
chief of the new department; William 
Hall is executive editor.
